A volunteer 
crew of the resort fishermen, headed 
bj Captain Mark Castro, took out 
one of the small schooners often used 
by Summer pleasure parties, and 
breasting the tremendous seas, reach- 
ed the Cherokee, while 10,000 per- 
sons lined the beaches and piers to 
watch her 
perilous journey. The 


passengers were removed from 
the 


steamship to the schooner in a hie- 
boat.

Richland county and about 19 miles 
south of Mansfield are filled with ex- 
cltiroent over the oil find made a 
few days ago, and the town is cele- 
brating the eveat to its testability. 
The farming iand in the immediate 
vicinity is of little value, and the 
fluid ol oil has spurred the husky 
native on to the thoughts that theii 
fortune is now made, as oil bos been 
found lu their 
territory. Since th<' 


striKe a farmer cannot be found- 
within a radious of half 
a dozen 


miles from the well, but "who is 
confident that -a reservoir of crude 
oil exists under his homestead. This 
Is evidenced by the high values placed 
by *tho farmers for a'lease on their 
holdings, but at the present lime land 
that has not been leased is hard to 
find at an respectable distance from 
the new gusher. 
The Ohio OH Com- 


pany sueeeded in securing two leases 
covering SO acres. One lease ad- 
joins fne location of the well on 
the north and the other to the west.
